In 
granting or denying petitions of the kind 
presented by*Frank’s counsel, no reaso 
for the court’s action is ever given, an 
there is nothing to indicate whether the 
court is divided or not: Today's proced- 
ure was no exception to.this rule. ‘The 
case’s number was read out along with 
alist of others, with the bare statement 
of what the petition asked. The court’s 
decision was given in the one word *‘De- 
nied."’ 

While counsel for Frank last Monday 
asked the court’s leave to file a petition 
for a writ or error, the brief that was 
filed set forth the merits of the plea for 
the writ of error itself, and: what the 
court denied today was the writ and not 
merely the request for leave to present 
it.

President Iasues Statement. 


After Mr, Gardner left. the White 
House, the President authorized the fol- 
lowing formal statément: i 

“The President told Representative 
Gardner that he was opposed to the 
méthod of inquiry. proposed by Mr. 
Gardner, because he’ thought it was an 
unwise way of handling’a question 
which might create very unfavorable in- 
ternational ‘impressions.

The main German conéentration, he 
says, was before. Arras, where in the 
middle of October the Prussian Guara 
Corps and Bavarian regiments were 
massed near Douai. Their stroke was 
to fall upon the Allies’ Mne after at- 
tacks had been made successively upon 
various points, first La Bassée, then 
Dixmude and Nieuport, and later Ar- 
mentiéres and Ypres.

While these operations were maturing 
the Kaiser arrived upon the scene and 
was present at the attacks upon Ypres, 
which thereby gained false importance 
in the whole scheme and wrecked ‘the 
German plans. That is thé .Bavarian 
Lieutenant’s story. : 

He states that the Twenty-seventh 
Corps, which made the first. attacks 
upon Ypres, was almost entirely wiped 
out under the very eyes of the Kaiser, 
and that regiment after regiment was 
thrown in to make a victory for the 
War Lord. All were badly handlea 
and. were forced to retire. 

The German: Headquarters Staff there- 
upon decided. to-play the last and de- 
cisive stroke of the campaign, a blow 
at Arras.

VALUE OF. ARMY LIQUOR BAN. 


Few French Soldiers Suffer from 
Effects of Anesthetics. 


PARIS, Dec, T. - The medical . corre- 
spondent of the Journal; des. Debats, 
writing from Vichy—where there is one 
of the largest ‘military hospitals—gives 
striking proof of the value of the almost 
complete: abstention from alcohol . en- 
forced on the soldiers: Of 1/500 cases 
operated..on during the last three 
months, only 4 or 5 experienced difficul-. 
ties of anaesthesia, which. is usually 8 
or.9 per cent. due, practically without 
exception, to overindulgenc¢e;in alcohol, 
which reacts. against anaesthetics. 

Apropos of the alleged deéadence of 
the French race, he says: The soldiers, 
anyhow, have not degenerated. Besides 
their excellent physique they show great 
recuperative powers. The Southerners 
seem to recover’ slower than the rest, 
while the Alpine chasseurs and artillery- 
men mend quickest,, the former doubt- 
less owing to harder: training, but he 
is unable to explain why the -artillery 
posésses any advantage over the rest of 
the service. He also notes the fact that

heights of the Meuse are twin portions, 
slightly separated, have formed the most 
important barriers against the south- 
ward swarm of the German host, 

You have only to see the hills about 
Soissons, the Craonne Plateau, the for- 
est-clad slopes about Ste. Menehould 
and the wonderful girdle of mountains 
around Verdun, to realize that it must 
be exceedingly difficult to dislodge any 
force, 
snch . positions. 

We did not visit any part of the Ar- 
gonne front, although it was only four 
or five miles away, and among the 
shell-shattered houses of Clermont firing 
was clearly audible. After seeing the 
ground, however, it is much easier to 
realize the nature of the struggle that 
has been going on for the last two 
months. The German lines have been 
pressed northward, very slowly but sure- 
ly, and no the trench and mine war- 
fare wages around the second, more 
northerly crossroads in the Bois de La 
Grurie. 

There. are, in fact, only three main 
roads east and west across the forest, 
and there is only one main road through 
its centre gonnecting these. It comes 
down from the Bois de La Grurie 
through La Chalade to Les Islettes, and 
so on to Triaucourt. 

The first east and west way is the gap 
of Grand Pré, through which the Ger- 
mans havé useful railway, road, and 
river communications. 

The second during the last month has 
been and still is the scene of continu- 
ous fighting. Running from Varennes 
on the east to Vienne-le-Chateau the 
German lines extend almost straight 
through the Suippe Valley to just above 
Rheims. Throughout this stretch’ of 
country it is close sapping and mining 
work between closely ranged trenches 
with small engagements between artil- 
lery and scouting parties.

A similar re- 
verse is shown: at Rouvroy and Par- 
villers, five miles ; southwest of 
Chaulnes. This shows that the ‘re- 
cent.German attacks in this district 
carried the French —— back for two 
miles. 

In Alsace, close to the Swiss — 
the Germans have attempted a flank-- 
ing expedition to cutoff the French 
invading forces. from their base -at 
Belfort. . This expedition pushed: for- 
ward to Pfetterhausen, on the French 
border, ten .miles southwest of Alt- 
kirch, The French seem ‘to have 
withdrawn from the latter town, as 
the recent fighting is reported. south- 
west of Altkirch. The French claims 
of successes in last night's dispatches 
are in reality belated acknowledg- 
ments of the reverses that’ they suf- 
fered. three -weeks ago. Apparéntly 
the Germans made an éspecially 
strong effort in the west just before 
they sent their last reinforcements to 
the Russian campaign. ‘The small re- 

. verses suffered by the Allies at vVari- 
ous’-points made them give special 
attention to strengthening their forces 
all along the line; and thus secured 
for: the Germans some respite from 
counter attacks during. the first days 
of the Russian campaign. 

The ‘armies of the Allies have now 
apparently been strengthened and are 
regaining the lost ground at many 
points. The more frequent mention of 
heavy artillery on the part’ of the 
French forces is especially significant, 
as a deficiency in this arm, has been 
ene of their greatest weaknesses. 
With ample numbers of men and with 
artillery of- sufficient power to’: cope 
with that of the Germans, the French 
should. have little to gain bya fur-. 
ther delay in adopting an aggressive 
campaign. 

The first stage of the gréat battle in. 
Western Poland has carried-the Ger- 
mans to Lowicz and Lodz, inspite of 
the confidence of the Russian com- 
manders that they would hold back 
the Germans with the force already 
concentrated for this ‘purpose. This 
advance carries the Germans forward 
ten miles to the scene of thé stubborn 
fighting during the battle of Nov. 28. 

While the above success shows. an 
unexpected weakness in the fighting 
strength of the Russian Army; it by 
no means places Warsaw in danger. 
Between the Polish capital and the 
present. battle line thee are strong 
defensive itions along the Rawka 
and the Utrata Rivers, while the line 
of. forts surrounding Warsaw. would 
furnish a.strong.defense against the 
type of guns to which the armies oper- 
ating in Western Poland are limited 
by the rough roads; 


One result of the German advance 
to Lodz will probably be a retreat of 
the Russians from Lask and Szszer- 
cow. By withdrawing to Piotrkow 
they would keep their forces better 
in hand and would consequently be_ 
able to-oppose a stronger — 
of the German attacks. . 

The campaign against Cracow 1s 
but Httle influenced as yet by ‘the 
operations at . Lodz.. The Russian 
forces in this district have ‘a clear 
line of retreat, if such should be nec- 
essary. They are hardly needed as 
yet for strengthening the Russian re- 
sistance at Warsaw, as troops from 
Central Russia could be moved to that 
threatened district by the available 
railroads much more quickly than: the 
armies from “Cracow could march 
overland. The Russian armies in the 
vicinity of Cracow’ can. best assist in 
the defense of Warsaw by energeti- 
cally pressing their attack so as to 
keep busy in this field as large an 
Austro-German force. as. possible. 


The immediate object of the German 
advance on Lodz is not believed to be 
the capture of Warsaw. An advance 
in this direction would be largely a 
waste of energy, as the troops would 
be brought to a halt before the line of 
permanent forts. The most important 
immediate interest for the Germans 
is to relieve the pressure upon the 
Austrians in Galicia. To do this they 
must push forward in such a way as 
to tnréaten.the. flank or rear of the 
Russian armies that are now closing 
in on the north and east sides of Cra- 
cow. Such an object would call for an 
advance from Lodz southeastward to- 
ward Kielce, similar to the strategic 
move that in September so -quickly 
cleared Western Galicia of the Rus- 
sian invaders. 

The fighting strength of the Servian 
Nation ‘is shown by the energy. with 
which it is ‘resisting the Austrian in- 
vasion. The Servians’ familiarity with 
the mountain trails gives them a great 
advantage inthe fighting in the coun- 
try east of the Kolubara River. They 
are enabled to’ mass their strength at 
unexpected points and. to deliver. at- 
tacks that break down.the local résist- 
arice. By the time that the Austrians 
have called in their. reserves. to. the 
threatened point the Servians have 
slipped away, to. repeat the same 
tactics at another point. It is this type 
of_ fighting that enables the Servians 
to hold their own against a superior 
number.of oppdénents. While the actual 
fighting strength of the Servian Army 
is by now not much more than 250,000 
men, the Austrians will need more than 
400,000 men to muster the necessary 
strength along the battle line and at 
the same time to furnish garrisons 
for the conquered territo 

The landing -of French troops in 
Montenegro has only a local objective. 
It would -be impossible for them to 
carry on any extensive campaign in 
this district. A part of the Austrian 
fleet is shut up in the Harbor of Cat- 
taro, where. the fleet of the Allies 
cannot reach it from the sea, while 
the Montenegrin Army is unable to 
make progress against the land forts. 
The situation is similar to that of the 
Spanish fléet under Admiral Cervera, 
which was shut up in.Santiago by the 
American fleet during the Spanish- 
war. The object of the French land 
expedition is to make an. attack upon. 

‘the forts of Cattaro, and. by reducing 
them to bring. to bear upon the ngval 
vessels a bombardment that will force 
them to surrender or to sally forth in 
the face of the superior strength of the 
fleet of the Allies.

Offers 10,000-Tons to the Amer- 
ican Commission Without 
Formalities. 


Then the Need Will Be as Urgent 
as Ever — Dutch Unselfish- 
ness Highly Praised. 


ROTTERDAM, ‘(via London,) ‘Dec. 7. 
—At a meeting held here today of the 
Netherlands Cabinet, attended by 
Chargé d’Affaires Langhorne and Capt. 
T. F. Lucey of the Belgian Relief Com- 
mission, ‘the -Government consented ‘to 
loan and to deliver immediately 10,000 
tons of wheat, valued at $1,000,000, to 
be, used at once in Belgium at points 
where the danger of starvation was most 
acute. 

The commission has been f with a 
desperate situation. It is im ible for 
sufficient food to come in from America 
to prevent actual starvation in many 
places in Belgium. The action of Hol- 
land in loaning this wheat has brought 
from the American commission expres- 
sions: of the deepest gratitude, particu- 
larly since it is recognized that Holland 
herself is in great need of grain, bread 
having been placed on a war basis 
throughout the country. 

‘When the question was raised as to the 
time and manner of repaying this loaned 
wheat, the Netherlands Government 
waived all formality and declared it was 
prepared to deliver the wheat immedi- 
ately on Capt. Lucey’s personal receipt. 

Representatives of the commission said 
today that this loan would enable. them 
to feed. the Belgians for a fortnight; but 
that the need at the end of that time 
would be.as urgent as ever.

In al- 
most every case the information that 
comes to us.is useless, but. we. have to 
prove it so béfore we throw it away. 
Thus a lot of apparently fruitless work 
is done, and it seems that a great deal 
of energy is wasted, but we are getting 
everything unessential out of the way, 
and sooner or later we are sure to get 
all of the real facts together. Then we 
will be able to wind up our case in a 
short time.”
